According to this Truth and this Word of 
God, we believe in one only God, who is 
one ſingle Eſſence, in which there are three 
Perſons really, — „ and. eternally diſtingui- 
ed, according to their incommunicable Pro- 
perties, viz. The FATHER, and the SON, 
and the HOLY GHOST. The FATHER is 
the Cauſe, the Original, and the Beginning of 
all Things, both viſible and inviſible. The SON 
is the Word, the Wisdom, and the Imaze of the 
Father. The HOLY. GHOST is tbe: eternal 
Strength and Power proceeding from the Father 
and the Son. Nevertheleſs God is not, by this 
Diſtinction, divided into three, ſince the boly 
Scriptures teach us: That the FATHER, the 
SO, and the HOLY GHOST, each of them 
hath his Subſtance, diſtinguiſhed by their Pro- 
perties; but in ſuch Manner, that theſe three 


is plain, that the Father is not the Son, and 
that the Son is not the Father, and that the 
Holy Ghoſt is neither the Father, nor the Son. 
In the mean Time theſe Perſons thus diſtingui- 
ſhed, are not divided nor confuſed among 
themſelves, nor mixed together. For the Father 
has not aſſumed the Fleſh , neither hath the 
Holy Ghoſt done it; but only the Son. The 
Father hath never been without his Son, or 
without his Holy Ghoſt; for they are all three 
coeternal, and coeſſential. There is no firſt 
nor laſt here; ſince they are all three ONE, 
as in Truth, and Power, ſo in Goodneſs, and

All this we know as well from the Teſtimo- 
| nies of the boly Scriptures, as from their Ope- 
rations, and. chiefly .by. thoſe which we feel 
in ourſelves. The Teſtimonies of the boly 
Scriptures, that teach us to believe this holy 
Trinity, are held foith in many Places of the 
Old Teſtament; which it is not ſo needful to 
ſum up, as judiciouſly to chuſe them out, and 
diſtinguiſh them. In Geneſ. 1: 26. God faith, 
Let us make Man in our Image, after our Li 
keneſs, &c. and vs. 27. So God created Man in 
his own Image , Male and Female created He 
them, And Gen. g: 22. Bebold the Man is become 
as one of us, From this ſaying viz. Let us make 
Man in our Image it appears, that there is 
more than one Perſon in the Godhead; and he 
Points at the Unity, when he faith, God created. 
It is very true indeed, he doth not ſay in theſe 
Places, how many Perſons there are; but that 
which ſeems ſomewhat obſcure unto us in the 
Old Teſtament, is very plain in the New: for 
when our Lord was baptized in Jordan, the 
Voice of the Father was heard, ſaying, This 
is my beloved Son; ihe Son was ſeen in the 
Water, and the Holy Ghoſt appeared in the 
Shape of a Nove. Likewiſe in the Baptiſm of 
all Believers this Form is inſtituted by Chriſt. 
Baptize all Nations in the Name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghoſt. In the 
Goſpel of St. Luke the Angel Gabriel ſpcaks 
to Mary, the Mother of che Lord, after this 
Manner ;. The Holy Gboſt ſhall come upon thee , 
and the Power of the Higheſt ſhall ozer-ſhadow 
thee : therefore alſo that holy thing which ſhall be 
horn of thee , ſball. be called the Son of God. In 
another Place it is ſaid. Toe Grace of our Lord 
Teſus Cbriſt, and the Love of God, and the 
Fellowſhip of the Holy Ghoſt be with you. And 
there are three that bear Recard in Heauen, tbe 
Futber, the Word, and the Holy Ghoſt; and the 
three are ONE. In all theſe Places we are fully 
taught that there 'are three Perſons in one 


Divine Eſſence; and tho this Doctrine far | 
ſurpaſſes the Underſtanding of Man, neverthe- | 
leſs we now believe it from the Word of God; | 
but we expect a more perfect Knowledge and | 


Enjoyment of it in Heaven, Furthermore we 
muſt conſider the particular Offices and Ope- 
rations of theſe three Perſons, towards us. The 


Father is called our Creator by his Power; the 


Son is our Saviour and Redeemer, by his 
Blood; the Holy 
his Dwelling in our Hearts. This Doctrine of 


Ghoſt is our Sanctifier by 


the hc'y Trinity hath always been maintained 


and preſerved by the true Church, ever ſince 


the Times of the Apoſtles, to this very Day, 


' againſt the Jews , Mahometans, and ſome falſe 
. Chriſtians and Hereticks, as Marcion, Manes , 


Praxeas , Sabellius, Samoſatenus , Arrius and 


| ſome others who have juſtly been condemned 


by the orthodox Fathers, Therefore in this 
Point we do willingly receive the three Creeds, 
viz. that of the Apoſtles, of Nice, and of 
Athanaſius ; and alſo that which (conformable 
thereunto) is agreed upon by the ancient 
Fathers. _ 


We believe that Jeſus Chriſt according to 
his divine Nature is the only begotten Son of 
God ,. born from Eternity; not made, nor 
created (for then He ſhould be a Creature) but 
coeſſential with the Father, alſo coeternal , 
the expre/s Image of bis Father's Perſon, and 
the Brightneſs of bis Glory, equal with him in 
all things. Who is the Son. of God not only 
from the Time that He hath aſſumed our Na- 
ture , but from all Eternity., as theſe Teſti- 
monics teach us, when compared together; 
Moſes faith that God bath created the World 


and St. John ſaith, that all things are created 
| by that 
the 


ord which he likewiſe calls GOD F 

Apoſtle faith, that God has made the Times 
by bis Son, alſo that God created all things through 
Feſus Chriſt ; then conſequently he that is called 
G00, the WORD, the SON, and JESUS' 
CHRIST, muſt neceſſarily have then exiſted, 
when all things were created by him. And 
therefore ſaith the Prophet Micah, His Goings 


Forth bave been from of Old, from Everlaſting ;: 
and the Apoſtle ſays, That He bath neither Be 


inning of Days, nor End of Liſe, He there- 
ore is that true, eternal and omnipotent God 
whom we invoke, worſhip and ſerve; |

We believe and confeſs alſo that the Holy 
Ghoſt proceeds ſrom the Father and the Som

We believe that the Father by the Word, 


that is, by his Son hath created of Nothing, 
the Heaven, the Earth, and all Creatures, 
which it ſeemed good unto Him, giving unto 
every Creature its Being, Shape and Form, 
and ſeveral Offices to ſerve its Creator. That 
He doth alſo uphold. and govern them at all 
Times by his eternal Providence and infinite 
Power, for the Service -of Mankind ; that ſo 
Man may ſerve his God. He hath alſo created 
the Angels good, to be his Meſſengers, and 
Miniſters .unto his elect; ſome of which are 
fallen from that Excellency, in which God 
created them, into everlaſting Deſtruction; 
and others have remained ſtedfaſt, by the 
Grace of God, and continued in their primi- 
tive State. Bur the Devils and evil Spirits. 
are ſo far corrupted, that they are become 
Enemies unto God and every good thing: who 
like Robbers, do employ all their Powers to 
enſnare the Church and every Member thereof, 
that by their wicked Stratagems they might 
ruin and deſtroy all. And ſo they are adjuged 
by their own Maliciousneſs. unto eternal Con- 
demnation , daily expecting their horrible Tor- 


ments. Therefore we abhor the Error of the 


Sadducees, who deny the Exiſtence of Spirits 
and Angels; as alſo the Error of the Manichees, 
who affirm that the. Original of Devils is of 
themſelves, and that they are evil from their 
Jn Nature, without having corrupted them- 
r . |

We believe that the ſame good God, after 
Having created all things, hath not dismiſt 
them, nor given them up to Chance or Fortune; 
but governs and rules them according to his 
holy Will, ſo that Nothing ſhould fall out in 


this World without bis Direction; nevertheleſs 


od is-neither the Author of Sin, nor guilty 
of. any that is committed. For ſo. great and 


incomprehenſible are his Power and Goodneſs, 
that He orders and executes his own Work in 


the molt excellent and juſt Manner, even then 


| 


permits all to be acted by Chance, 


verted, and Corrupted in all his Ways, 


when Devils and wicked Men do act in; 

And as to his acting of any thing which ul. 
paſſes the Underſtanding of Men; we will nat 
be too nice in Searching any futher, than our 
Capacity will admit: but rather with all due 
Reſpect and Veneration we humbly adore the 
righteous Judgements of God, which are hid 
from us; contenting ourſelves that we are 
Diſciples of Chriſt, only to learn thoſe things, 
which He diſcovers to us in his Word, without 
paſſing beyond thofe Limits. This Doctrine 
affords us unſpeakable Conſolation; fince we 
are taught thereby, that nothing can befal us 
by Chance, or without the Direction of our 
moſt bountiful and heavenly Father, who 
watches over us with a paternal care, keeping 


all Creatures ſo under his Power, chat not a 
Hair of our Head (for they are all numbred) 


nor a Sparrow , can fall upon the Ground , 
without the Will of our Father. In whom we 
do entirely truſt , being perſwaded that He 
holds the Devils, and all our other Enemies 


faſt, as it were in Chains, ſo that without his 


Will and Permiſſion they have no Power to 
hurt us. And thus we reject that deteſtable 
Error of the Epicureans, who ſay, that God 
doth not trouble Himſelf with any thing, but

St. John calls Men «Darkneſs: Therefore we 
reject whatever is taught, contrary to this, 
concerning thee Free: Will of Men, ſince Man 
is but à Slave to Sin,; and has Nothing o 
himſelf but what is given him from Heaven. 
For who may preſume to boaſt of any good 
which he is able to do of himſelf; ſince Chriſt 
ſaith No man can come unto me , except the Fa- 
tber, who bas ſent me, draus bim. Who can 
glory in his own Will, who underſtands that 
to be carnally minded it Enmity againſt | God? 
Wha can ſpeak of his Knowledge, fince tbe 
natural Man receiveth not the things of the Spirit 
of God? In a Word, who may venture to al- 
ledge ſo much as one Thought, fince he knows, 
that we are not able out of ourſelves to think an 

tbing', as from our ſelves, but..that our Ability is 
from God. And therefore what the Apoſtle ſaith 
ought juſtly to remain ſure and firm; That God 
eworketh in us both to Will and. to do, of his good 
Pleaſure : for there is uo Underſtanding ; nor 
Will in Man conformable unto the divine Will 
and Underſtanding but what Chriſt has wrought 
in them; which He teacheth us, when He 
ſaith, Hitbout. me e can do Nothing 
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We believe that through the Disobedience 
of Adam original Sin has ſpread it ſelf over all 
Mankind: which is a Corruption of the whole 
Nature, and an hereditary Diſeaſe wherewith 
Infants themſelves are infected even in their 
Mothers Womb, and which produceth in Man 
all Sorts of Sin, being in him as a Root thereof; 
and is therefore ſo vile and execrable in the 
Sight of God, that it is ſufficient to condemn 
all Mankind; neither is it quite aboliſhed or 
deſtroyed by Baptiſm: ſince Sin doth always 
iſſue forth from this woeful Source as Water 
from a Fountain: yet it is not imputed to the 
Children of God unto Condemnation, but by 
his Grace and Mercy it is forgiven them: not 
however, that they ſhonld © reſt ſecurely in 
Sin; but rather that Believers: ſhould often 
groan under the Senſe of this Corruption, 
dc firing to be delivered from this Body of Death,

We belſeve and profefs one only Catholick 
or univerſal Church, which is a holy Congre- 
gation of true Chriſtian Believers, who expect 
their Salvation altogether in Chriſt Jeſus and 
in him alone, being waſhed by his Blood, 
and ſanctified and ſealed by the Holy Ghoſt. 
Now this Church hath been from the Begin- 
ning of the World , and will continue to the 
End of it: as doth appear by this, that Chriſt 


is an everlaſting King, who cannot be without | 
World now adays do cover themſelves with 


Subjects. And this holy Church is kept and 
preſerved by God againſt the. Rage of the 
whole World: although fomtimes ſhe may 
become very ſmall, and 4 — to be almoſt 
extinguiſhed in the Eyes of Men: as when the 
Lord, during the dangerous Reign of Achab, 
had kept ſeven thouſand Men, who bad not bowed 
their Knees before Baal. Moreover this holy 
Church is not ſituated in, or limited to a cer-

World, being nevertheleſs joined together 
and united in Heart, in Will and the fame

the Church. The Marks to know. the true

acraments, ſo as they 
are inſtituted by Chriſt Himſelf, is made ruſe 


of; If the eccleſiaſtical Diſcipline is exerciſed 
for the Puniſhment of Sins; In a Word, if all 


Things are managed according to the Word 
of God, rejecting all things contrary; thereun- 
to; and finally, — Jeſus Chriſt as 
the only Head. By theſe Tokens one may 
certainly know the true Church, and none 
ought to ſeparate themſelves from the fame. 
And as for thoſe who are Members of the 
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Church, they may be known by the Marks of 
Chriſtians, iz. by their Faith, and that when 
they have received the only Saviour, jeſus 


Chriſt, they avoid Sin, and purſue Righteous. 


neſs; loving the true God and their Neighbour , 
nor declining neither to the right or to the 
left Hand; and crucifying their Fleſh with its 
Deeds.

done with Blood, hath igſtituted inſtead there. 
of the Sacrament of Baptiſm, by which we 
are received into the Church of God, and are 
ſeparated from all other People and ſtrange 
Rehgions, that ſo we may be wholly: confe- 
crated to bim, whoſe Mark and Enfigns we 
bear.

ligion. None therefore” ought to approach 
unto this Table without a previous due Exa- 
mination of himſelf, leaſt eating of this Bread 
and drinking of this Cup, they ſhould eat and 
drink Judgment to themſelves.

Chriſt ;' and to take Care that the Goſpel be 
preached every where, that ſo God may be 
honoured and ſerved: by every one, as He has 
commanded in his Word.

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But Beloved in the Lord, this is not to caſt 
down or to deject the contrite Hearts of the 
Faithful, as if none might come to the Ta- 
hle of the Lord but ſuch as are free from all 
Sin, For we come not to this Supper to tes- 
tify that we in ourſelves are perfect and juſt, 


bur on the contrary conſidering that we muſt 
ſeek our Life out of ourſelves in Chriſt, we 


acknowledge here-with that we lie in Death. 
Therefore notwithſtanding we feel many In- 
firmities and Weakneſſes in us, namely; that 
we have not ſuch a perfect Faith, that we 
do not give ourſelves to ſerve God with that 


. Zeal as we are bound; but muſt fight daily 


againſt the Weakneſs of our Faith and the 
Luſts of our Fleſh; yet ſince by the Grace

always to remain. For thus ſpeaks Chriſt to

Concerning the Elders: It is to be obſerved, 
that the Name of Elders (which Name is taken 
out of the Old Teſtament , and ſignifieth a Per. 
ſon who is placed in an honourable Office of 
Government over others) is given to two 
Sorts of Perſons who ſerve in the Church of 
Chriſt, For the Apoſtle ſaith, The Elgers 050 
rule well, are worthy of double Honour, eſpectal- 
ly thoſe, bo labour in the Word and Doctrine: 


Out of which it is wanifeſt, that in the Apo, 


ſtolical Church there have been two Sorts of 
Elders; whergof the firſt have laboured in the 
Word and Doctrine, and the others not: The 
former weresthe Miniſters of the Word, the 
Paſtors, who preached the Goſpel , and ad- 
miniſtred the Sacraments, but the others who 
did not labour in the Word, yet ſerving the 
Church, had a ſpecial Charge; namely; that 
they took Oxer- Sight of the Church, and with 


the Miniſter of the Word did rule the Same. 


For after the Apoſtle Paul had ſpoken Rom. 12. 
of the Miniſtry of the Word , as alſo of the 
Office of the Deacons , he ſpeaks of this &.

Among other 
Offices which God bath ordained in his Church, 
he reckons Government: inſomuch that ne 
Sort*of Miniſters, is given as a Help and Aſ- 
ſiſtance to the ö e preach the Goſpel ;

apart, but very welt of thoſe, who by the 


Church are choſen, to gavern the Same. 
The Office of che Elders, conſiſts herein. 
_ Firſt. To take with the Miniſters of the 


Word the Over-Sight of the Church committed 
* unto them: Carefully to look to it, that every 


one carry himſelf aright in his Confeſſion, and 
in his Converſation : To admoniſh thoſe who 
carry themſelves ſcandalouſly , and to take 


heed, ſo much as lies in them, that the Sacra- 


ments be not profaned : As alſo to deal with the 
impenitem according to Chriſtian Diſcipline, 


and to receive them again when penitent 


into the Boſom of the Church; as is manifeſt 


not only out of the forenamed Saying of 


Chriſt, but alſo out of other Places of Scripture , 


1 Cor.

of thoſe Goods that were ſold, and by awbom Dis- 
tribution was made to every one according to 


his Need ; but when afterwards there aroſe a 


Murmuring, becauſe the Widows of the Grecians 
Were neglected in the daily Miniſtration, there. 


fore there were elected (by the Advice of 
the Apoſtles) Men who 
Work to ſerve the Poor, that fo the Apoſtles 


might give themſelves continually to Prayer and 
zbe Miniſtry of the Word: And this hath been 


kept from that Time forward in the Church, 
as doth appear Rom. 12. where the Apoſtle, 


ſpeaking of this Office, faith, ibat Thoſe who + 
diſtribute, ſhall do it with Sincerity; and 1 Cor. 
12. ſpeaking of Helpers, he doth thereby 
underſtand thoſe who are ordained by the 
Church to help the Poor and miſerable in
